In Danger, Says 
Ward Cannell

We gnt caught in the rain the 
other afternoon again, making 
the second tune this week, and 
came 
home 
steaming 
mad. 
which is what happens when 
you are both hot and wet 
"Well, it wouldn t have hap­ 
pened ’ the wife said, helping 
us out of our wet Clothes and 
into s dry Martini, "if veu 
would stop worrying about the 
weather forecasters and start 
listening to what they >av ’* 
It is quite true We have been 
very up>et all week at the an­ 
nouncement 
t h a t 
the 
local 
CBS-TV station is going to drop 
its two nightly weather pro­ 
grams and put the forecasts 
out just as a I me or two at the 
end of regular news broadcasts, 
And as this is what the tele­ 
vision industry calls an innova­ 
tion rn programming, the other 
stations will doubtless be doing 
I the same before long, which is 
a heavy blow to a chap who 
follow< the weather reports the 
way the Camp Fire Girls follow 
the gleam 
We generally take our first 
fix from the five-minute radio 
weather at I a rn., listening 
carefully to ail of the particu­ 
lars for farming, aircraft and 
man’ime interests 
We finish 
the day at ll IO pm. with the 
five - minute national weather 
map im television, as it is al­ 
ways gaily festooned and fili­ 
greed vitn occluded fronts and 
weak low-pressure systems. 
In-between times we take re­ 
freshments at noon, after sup­ 
per and as often as we can lis­ 
ten in or dial the phone com­ 
pany's weather number, just to 
see how the wind is blowing. 
We also have four thermom­ 
eters, a hygrometer, a barom- 
jeter and weather knee. In ad­ 
dition. we never make a long­ 
distance call without asking the 
party at the other end how the 
weather is out there 
A friend of ours says we have 
a serious problem in this re­ 
gard with very deep psycholo­ 
gical roots, and chides us for 
our immature need for certain­ 
ty He speaks with considerable 
authority, being under psychia­ 
tric treatment, but we are in­ 
clined to see it mother Wray 
For one thing weather proph­ 
ecies do not fulfill the need for 
certainty We have checked the 
I’ S Weather Bureau on this 
point and they claim only SS 
per cent fulfillment, which is 
all right for marriage or decay- 
halting dentifrice but is not 
much solace to an addict. 
For mother thing, we do not 
really tinders‘and what the an­ 
nouncer c a l l s the complete 
weather picture, with its arrows 
and troughs and sneaky return 
flows But we take great com­ 
fort in our suspicion that he 
does not really understand it, 
either 
Nor do many of our 
close friends as we know from 
a modest community develop­ 
ment program we finance with

The bonds are to be used to 
finance conrtructiop of a 5?7- 
-tuderr dormitory and <*afetena 
complex at the new four year 
•'olJ^ge m PuebW 
The S3 3 million in bond* were 
sold through Boettcher A Co 
and bear a 4 06 per cent interest 
rate 
The 
Federal 
Housing 
and 
Home Finance Agency had of­ 
fered to purchase the bonds be­ 
fore July I at 3 SSS per cent in­ 
terest and later this month at 
3 75 per cent 
State college officials say the 
state may save money in the 
long run by dealing with the 
private agency 
Barnard Houtchens of Gree­ 
ley. president of the Board of 
Trustees of State Colleges sa Kl 
that the board decided against 
public bidding—and ach erasirc 
the sale of the bonds— because 
we got some very favorable 
rates 
"We felt that we would sell 
these bonds cheaper by negoti­ 
ating than by putting it out to 
public sale We also had Bort

This o f t e n happens when 
someone puts a heavy buckle 
in the machine and it nicks the 
porcelain. Fabric will catch on 
this little nick. resulting in 
pulls in the material. Especial­ 
ly bath towels 
The easiest way to find the 
nick is to take an old, thin. ny­ 
lon stocking and rub ’til you 
see the stocking snagging From 
your letter and the sample cloth 
you sent, looks as if you have 
jots of big nicks. 
The roughness of the nick can 
usually be mended satisfactori­ 
ly by using porcelain mender 
which is ordinarily

Then put the pillow into a pil­ 
lowcase and hang it out kl di­ 
rect sunlight to dry completely. 
Never put a foam rubber pftfttwr 
into an automatic dryer—the 
heat wifi damage the ruober.
